All users must take special care, including briefing.of persons talked 
to on the phone, to ensure that illegal or undesireable lancuere is 
not used. Genuine emergencies take precedence, otherwise comm 
in progress takes precedence. You DO NOT HAVE A RIGHT to break up a 
conversation in progress just because you want to make an autopatch 
cell. If you can convince parties in QSO that your need is so urgent 
and important they should let you have the machine, fine, but don't 
expect it to be automatic.
